(1) the differences between a residential subscription

package and a commercial customer subscription package;

and

(2) the potential penalties for subscription piracy

involved when a commercial subscription user accepts a

residential subscription package.

The installer shall obtain a written acknowledgement

signed by the customer acknowledging that the customer has

received the disclosures required under this Section.

(c) A person who violates this Section commits an unlawful

practice within the meaning of this Act.
